VANCE ON PRC 


- VANCE'S NEW YORK TIMES INTERVIEW RECEIVED GOOD DEAL 
ATTENTION IN MAJOR PAPERS OVER WEEKEND. QUOTING TIMES 
INTERVIEW, LEADING CIRCULATION DAILY UNITED DAILY NEWS 
(LIEN HO PAO, 420,000) REPORTED PRC MAY BE READY BEGIN 
TALKS WITH U.S. ON FINANCIAL QUESTIONS; THIS WOULD PAVE 
WAY FOR NORMALIZATION TRADE RELATIONS. VANCE REPORTEDLY 
SAID TALKS MAY BEGIN NEAR FUTURE. COMMENTING ON VANCE'S 
REMARKS, IMPORTANT CHINA TIMES (CHUNG KUO SHIH PAO, 

400,000) WORRIED ABOUT U.S. FALLING INTO PRC TRAP IN 
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FORTHCOMING NEGOTIATIONS ON FINANCIAL MATTERS. PRC HAS 
BEEN PUTTING PRESSURE ON U.S. IN HOPES OF GAINING DIPLOMATIC 
RECOGNITION AND MOST-FAVORED-NATION TREATMENT. PURPOSE ALL 
THIS IS BREAK UP U.S.-ROC TRADE RELATIONS. CHINA TIMES 
POINTED OUT THAT IN 1975 U.S.-ROC TRADE VOLUME WAS EIGHT 
TIMES GREATER THAN THAT BETWEEN U.S.-PRC AND WARNED USG 
AGAINST SUBMITTING TO PRC BLACKMAIL.

- AFTER HIS TRIP TO PRC LAST YEAR AND HIS RECOMMENDATIONS 
REGARDING NORMALIZATION, SENATOR MANSFIELD BECAME BETE NOIRE 
OF TAIWAN MEDIA. NOW, HOWEVER, HE IS BEING GIVEN CHANCE 
REDEEM HIMSELF. UNITED DAILY NEWS CARRIED INTERVIEW WITH 
FATHER MAO CHENG-HSIANG, OLD FRIEND OF THE SENATOR'S FROM 
POST-WAR DAYS. ACCORDING INTERVIEW FATHER MAO CALLED ON 
MANSFIELD IN WASHINGTON LAST NOVEMBER, ONE DAY AFTER MANSFIELD 
HAD PUBLICLY URGED NORMALIZATION WITH PRC. MANSFIELD 
REPORTEDLY "FELL INTO DEEP THOUGHT" WHEN ASKED HOW HE, AS

PURELY RELIGIOUS, HUMANITARIAN GESTURE WITH NO POLITICAL 
IMPLICATIONS. PAPER HOPED ROC WOULD INVITE MANSFIELD FOR 
VISIT; NOTHING COULD BE MORE EFFECTIVE CORRECTING BIAS 
THAN PROVIDE MANSFIELD WITH TRUTH. EDITORIAL WENT ON TO 
SAY ROC ITSELF SHOULD BEAR BLAME FOR NOT PROVIDING CHINA 
WATCHERS WITH TRUTH. AMERICANS ARE PRONE BELIEVE FALSE
